Four years ago the Republican plnt- 
Torm declared: We unqualifiedly 
condemn and denounce the "Third 
House," all corrupt lobbying and Im- 
proper metboda uadd to iBflHaBoa teg- 
islation.

vidcd in ho contrary to offi ctive legal 
procedure, that the situatiou would 
be laugbabla, were it not for the ae- 
rioua menace to the public. In aome 
■tatea, lawa have been passed, admir- 
able in their compoBitiun and cxccl- 
tant in their purpose, only to be invat- 
dated by otauMs or by othar lawi ax* 
emptlng the very persona to whom the 
law ahould apply. Invariably, the ex 
emptions are of those unarale to com 
ply with the educational requirements 
of the practice act and agAlnat whom 
the people moBt ucpd protection — 
those wlio have hail litilu or no med- 
ical trainhiK. The making of such ••x- 
•mptlons are of those uuable to com- 
the practice act or by hiwa provid- 
ing sptclal hoardH niid lowrr educa- 
tional BtaudardB, la clearly perverting 
medical licensure, so that Instead of 
protecting the public agalnat the In- 
OMapotent, It Is providing apeoial 
privllegcB foi- thi' incuinpt'ti'iit, un- 
trained men and women parading as 
the apoatlea of aome "new and mar- 
Teknu" form of healing. Legialators 
have yet to learn, says the Journal 
or the American .Medical Ansoclatlon, 
that the art of l^aling is not gained 
by birth or by Inaptration, but by a 
rigid and prolonged courae of training 
in the fandamentela of medicine. The 
only way to make medical llceneuro 
a real protection of the public is to 
provide one licenaing board In each 
atote with ample power to apply one 
educational standard alike to all prac- 
tltlonen of the healing art

chertahed playground of the world, 
whlfie today, among their oraga, peaks 
and rock Bpllnli rs. their weather-torn 
create and weather-fretted precipices, 
aA ttfenio of mountain cannons, ma- 
oblne guna and rlflea have tranaform- 
ed the playground ttlto the OHMt aav- 
a^e war-theater to b« tOQBd <lB all 
var-ridden Burope."* 

Thus begins the b^letln laaued by 
the National Qeograt>hlo Baolety to- 
day, which deals with the terrifying 
hattlcKroiind where AuHtrinns and 
Italians are contesting mountain pln- 
aclea, sheer walla of barren rock, gla 
cier create, and narroif} twiatlng val 
leys. The nucleus of tlie Dolomites Is 
the southeastern part of Tyrol, a re- 
gion quite aa untamed now aa when 
Roman leglonariea threaded ite dan- 
>;eroiis i)n8sea with thoir shields In 
teBtiulo to guard againHt rock masses 
from tho heights above. 

"The Dolomites are in their natur< 
sinister, cruel, uncanny. Their deso- 
lation Is weird. The paths among their 
crags are treacherous. Wind, rain 
and frost has scarred them with a 
multitude of shapes, with teeth and 
claws and ugly wrinkles. Tet, deaplte 
tile fierce aspect of these muuntalns, 
they have fascinated all who have vis- 
ited tbem, aDd broui^t many tourists 
back aummer after summer for tramps 
in the bracing air that bathes' them 
and for feasts upon the riohljr TMM 
Bcener]fesWhi9h they offer. 

"The Doibmltea are not the aame 
from year to year. The rock of which 
they are composed Is not as durable 
as that which enteis luto the com 
position of our Rocky Mountelns and 
the Alpe. Blach year, tte'thotiaanda 
of fantaetic modellings are fltrved 
anew. The strange Dolomite needles 
beeiiiiie more jiointed and longer, 
while Its kulfe-like rldgea run to 
aharper edgea. Ite 'tttaln,"'obeltaks, 
'pryaniids,' 'cathedral spires,' Its ser- 
rate 'teeth' and etched walls disinte- 
grate noticeably from year to year 
Scattered throughout their area are 
great flelda of broken atonea, and deep 

streniiifi of erodeil matter alope 
agaiuBt their higher walls. 

"Titan, the great master of colors, 
was bom in thia mountain region. His 
birthplace was Campo dl Sotto or 
I'ieve (11 ("adore. At leas/, he Bpeiit 
his boyhood in the latter village, once 
the capital of a sturdy Dolomite re 
public, the Republic of Cadore. which 
was founded SOO years before America 
was discovered, and wlilch existed for 
8UU years, losing Its liberty to no let 
ser ooBQueror than Napoleon, who, at 
the peace of Campio Formic, In 1797 
re-arranged this ptrt of Europe. 

"The Latins and the Germans have 
fought from times Immemorial on the 
Dolomitea' oycloplan battlegrounti A 
race of warriors grow up In this bor 
der land, and, also, one might say, a 
race of peasant aristocrats. There 
are humble people here who can trace 
the family parentage back unbroken 
through centuries, and who treasure 
ancient family documents signed by 
popes and emperors, doges and great 
nobles. Some of our sturdiest Immi- 
granta. Italian, Oerman and Slav, 
come from these mountain fastnesses 
Few of them remain, however, for 
their wonderful mountain homeland 
calls them'irreaiallbly after they have 
made their 'stake.'" ^

Washington, D. C— "Semendrla. 
where the sheila from Austro-German 
batteries fill in preparation for the 
Teutonic drive toward the Golden 
Horn, la one of the flrat commercial 
towns of Servia," says a war primer 
Just Issued by the National Geographic 
Society "Servia Is an agricultural 
country. Piga and gratna are lu rank- 
ing exports, and the greater part of 
the Servian export in plRs. and almost 
all of its export In cereals, passed 
tbrough Senemdria In peace times. Itr 
trade haa been done chiefly with Vi- 
enna and Bndapaat Among Ita ex 
ports are a superior wblta grape and a 
delicious wine. 

"There la an lataraatiag tradlUoa 
connected with the grapea of Bemen- 
dria. It is told that the Servian 
Prince Cicorpe Rrankovirti )>r(>iight 
cuttings of the grape vines of il«men> 
drIa and planted tben upon his sunny 
estates in Hungary, when he became 
the lord of Tokay there. This trans- 
planting of the Servian grniiis took 
plaea in the flfteenth century, and it 
ia from these Imported vines that 
Hung-iry's famous, spicy white wine, 
Tokay, came. Thus, the little Servian 
city Is the Kreat ancestor of the Mag- 
yar's best known product, the flery,

"Semendrla Ilea upon the Danube, 
betwaan Belgrade and the Iron Gates.

It is 
said to stand upon the site of the Ito- 
man town Mons Aoreua, and legend 
ta It that Its famous grape vines 
Were planted by the Roman Emperor 
FrobuB. Therefrom it may bo seen 
that the royal wine bad an imperial 
beglnalBS, aad the parfaat product of 
today «aii bout a tosg aad gtorlona 
past 

"At one time, a powerful fortress 
guarded the approach to the city. It 
vsas a thlck-walled. triangular struc- 
ture, suid to have been built in 1410, 
and for a long time it was the dis- 
tinguishing feature of the sniali place 
and the river crossing which it guid- 
ed. Semandrla baa been under attack 
several times in the course of its his- 
tory, and one battle of great import- 
ance took ptaca bare in 1411, when the 
Turks foroad a paaaaga into Hungary 
through a Danuba ahtdnd with tka 
bodlaa «C Om harote MafyAr dafaad- 
erSL 

"Sanandrla haa often been a favored 
realdenoa o( the Banriaa ruler, and 
from 14S0 to 1450 M was the capital 
of the state. The town has a pictur- 
esaoa oattlng upon the broad river, 
here narrowing for Ita psassgs of the 
Iron Gates just below it. The coun- 
try around It Is broken and wooded. 
The population is about 7,600, and, de- 
fplii » l^ytBg viot 9ro4uetlo|i ond 
an npaadlat ooautaroa, fbia popala- 
tian has reOglMd about the same 
through the laat acore of years. The 
port has a branch line conniHsting it 
with ths Belgrada-Nlah railroad, the 
main products' artery In the country.

Detroit, Mich.— The Kellogg Toast- 
ed Corn ^''Iak<■H ("ompau.v, cf Rattle 
Creek, Is permanently enjoined from 
flixing the resale price on its product 
by a decree announced today, in 
United States District Court here in 
tlie mivrnmeufs uiiti-tniHt suit 
against the Kellogg concern. The 
decree takes effect after October 15 
of this year and Is considered highly 
important because it establisheB a 
precedent against the fixing of resale 
prices on food .producta. 

The government brought suit 
against the Ki-Hokk Company in D<'- 
ciniber, liUl!, alleging the defendants 
had no legal authority to fix the resale 
price of their property or to auggest 
or warn jobbera that If they refused to 
carry out th(,> flx^>d price agreement 
they would be cut off from further 
supply of taosted corn flakaa. 

The defendanta contended they 
were not violating the law Inasmuch 
as (he notire to jolibcrs couci'rnliiK 
il>o resale price was printed on a car- 
ion eontalning the product which bad 
been patented with the notice there- 
.in. The patent, they claimed, made it 
legal lor llicin to handle tlicir pro- 
luct lu that way. According to the 
lecree, however, the company Is not 
only permanently enjoined from flx- 
ng till? repair price, liui it inusl also 
refrain from iisiiij; on its cartons or 
i»>.xca the notice concerning the fixed 
price.
